New York, June  18.—Adjournment 
probably until next fal] was taken late 
today in the case of the Standard Oil 
interests against the 
Oil Company, control of which by the 
Standard interests was thwarted at the 
annual meeting when proxies held by 
Standard Oil men were tnauvwn out 
Adjournment did not come, however, 
until after some of the most interest- 
ing testimony thus far written into the 
case was obtained through a full day's 
examination of James Moffatt, vice 
president of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey. 

The question of to what extent the 
dissolution actually had helped compe- 
tition between. the Standard and its 
former subsidiaries was put squarely 
to Mr. Moffatt by Samuel Untermyver. 
counsel for the Waters-Pierce inter- 
ests. The witness admitted that the 
New Jersey and New York companics 
do not compete, and that the New Jer- 
sey company left the New England and 
New York territory to the New York 
company. He said the reason for this 
was because of the expense involved 
in getting into the territory. 

As to the Waters-Pierce company, 
Mr, Moffatt testified that he first talk- 
ed the pending election over with John 
D. Archbold, T. M. Pratt and EK. Cc. 
Bedford, but as “individuals,” and not 
at a meeting. He contradicted the tes- 
timony of Charles T. White, secretary 
of the Standard Oil Company, that he 
had discussed the Waters-Pierce situ- 
}ation with John Rockefeller previous 
to the election. He said he suggested 
Colonel Robert M. Stewart, former 
counsel for the Standard Oi] Company 
of Indiana, for the Waters-Pierce pres- 
idency. 

“You didn’t think he would adopt a 
policy that would be against the men 
who put him there?” asked Mr. Unter- 
meyer. 

“No; I knew he would conduct the 
business so as to make money,” replied 
the witness. 

The witness said the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey got 700 per 
cent on its investment in the Waters- 
Pierce company in one year under Mr. 
Pierce's management. But. notwith- 
standing this, Mr. Moffatt declared he 
thought the Pierce management “ex- 
travagant, careless and inefficient,” and 
he thought a change in the manage- 
ment would benefit stockholders. 

The concluding testimony reverted to 
the dissolution of the Standard. The 
witness said the parent company had 
only “kept a watchful eye” on the sub- 
sidiaries when they were cut loose,. to 
gee that they were launched safely and 
sanely in the handg of the competent 
officers.

For one thing, and as 
has been testified by numbers of Constitution correspondents, the 
renter or “cropper” is absolutely under the domination of the land- 
lord, whose short-sighted insistence that cotton be made the mo- 
nopoly-crop puts both himself and the renter into a hole, financial- 
ly, if cotton happens to sell low or the price of food is high. 

The ideal plan is that which encourages the farmer of moder- 
ate means to acquire his own farm, to raise his own food supplies 
and to make cotton his surplus, or money crop. Such a procedure 


tends to keep the cotton acreage down to reasonable proportions, 
besides retaining to the south the large sums now annually sent to 
other sections for the necessities of life. 

If the large land-owner will not part with his acres upon mod- 
erate terms, it is at least to his self-interest to so modify the pro- 
visions of his contract with his tenant as to permit the latter to 
give more attention to diversification, and less to the all-cotton 
bogie. It will profit the plantation over-lord comparatively little 
if he exacts his toll in cotton, proscribing corn and cattle, only to 
find at the end of the season, that he has been an unconscious party 
to a transaction that beats down the eotton market and places a 
prior lienupon even that cotton which comes to him as the result of 
his agreement. 
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THE ‘“SSOUTHERN DELEGATE” GAME. 


The manner in which the southern delegates have figured in 
past republican conventions, and are figuring in the present one, 
may be discussed without invidious comparisons, since both fac- 
tions are and have been about equally involved in a spectacle that 
reflects especial credit on neither. 

It is difficult to understand how the bona fide republican states, 
or. those in the pivotal class, have gained their own consent to let 
the travesty continue as long as it has done. 

A situation wherein convention delegates from states that 
never return a republican electoral vote can virtually dominate the 


: 
: 


nomination of a republican candidate is anomalous and wholly un- 
tenable, save in the frenzied exigencies of partisan politics. 

One would think that those states upon which the republican 
party has, since the civil war, depended for victory would rebel 
against a condition that nullifies, or at least minimizes, their polit- 
ical influence: : 

Yet, year after vear, the same old spectacle is restaged, the 
same Old protest is made by the minority, only to be powwowed 
over and finally tabled’or shelved. 

Despite the fact that the southern delegates are probably exer- 
cising more influence in the current convention than any in several 
decades, the probability that their place of vantage will be shaken 
is an exceedingly slim one, 

Were the convention a unit in any respect, there might be the 
possibility of overturning the old regime. But with warring fac- 
tions concerned only with the defeat of the other crowd, it is not 
likely a successful attack will be made this year upon the prevail- 
ing system. 

Of its own weight, however, the “southern machine” is des- 
tined to fall in the long run. It is not improbable that the Chicago 
convention will mark the beginning of the end of its unjustified 
potency. 
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CLOSING THE UNDERPASSES. 


Council has acted with commendable promptness in passing an 
ordinance from the committee on bridges providing that the nec- 
essary legal steps shall be taken toward the closing of the Forsyth 
street viaduct underpasses. 

In accordance with-imstructions from the city fathers, the city 
attorney will now draw up a charter amendment, which will be pre- 
sented to the legislature by Fulton county’s representatives and 
urged to enactment. | : 

The viaduct spanning state property and the closing of the 
underpasses affecting access to the terminals of the state road, it is 
essential to secure the consent of the legislature. 

It is to be hoped that the railroads interested will oppose no 
obstacles to the closing of the underpasses. Under present condi- 
tions, these steep approaches not only penalize traffic, but visit 
almost endless confusion upon the patrons of the carriers. Less im- 
practical approaches already exist and others can be developed. 

The state’s interest, no less than those of the city and the rail- 
roads, will be served by the corection of a folly that should never 
have been perpetrated in the first place. Early and favorable action 
by the general assembly will solve a problem that is taking on pro- 
portions of an increasingly vexatious nature. 
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THE RIGHT RAILROAD VIEW. 


Bearing out the prophecy of The Constitution that securing of 
control of the Seaboard. Air Line railway by S. Davies Warfield, 
of Baltimore, and associates would mean a more intensive “south- 
erning” of the line, is an interview recently given out by Mr. War- 
field during his visit to Atlanta. 

Referring to the fact that the Seaboard was “essentially a south- 


ern property,’ Mr. Waffield continued : 


It is the purpose of those interested that the south, upon the success 
of which this’ road depends, shall have a voice in the affairs, and one of the 
dominant factors which especially interested me in this situation is the 
fact that as a southern born man I am greatly desirous of being of agsist- 
ance in the upbubbding of the southern country.

As the result of a published state- 
ment attributed to 8. Davies Warfield, 
of Baltimore, on the occasion of his 
recent visit to Atlanta, it was erro- 
neously made to appear that there 
was some connection between the 
Southern’ Settlement and Development 
Association of Baltimore, and the re- 
cent purchase by Mr. Warfield and his 
associates of the controlling stock in 
the Seaboard Air Line railway. 

The article in question quoted Mr. 
Warfield ag*saying that the incorpora- 
tion of this association preceded and 
had a direct bearing upon the purchase 
of the Seaboard control. 

When called to Mr. Warfield’s atten- 
tion he said he regretted that such 
an erroneous statement had been at- 
tributed to him; thay he had made no 
statement of this kind, and that there 
was no connection whatever between 
the association and the Seaboard pur- 
chase. He promptly sent a telegram 
to Atlanta Tuesday afternoon, in 
which he says: 

“This statement was evidently made 
through inadvertence on the part of 
whoever furnished the matter to the 
press, as I never at any time nor to 
anybody made any such statement. I 
did not see the- article, nor was my 
attention called to it until after it was 
published. 

“I regret the erroneous impression 
which the statement made in the press 
has created, because the fact is the pur- 
chase of the Seaboard stock by myself 
and assoniates had no connection 
whatsoever with the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development organization. 
This organization was entirely inde- 
pendent of any particular railroad or 
transportation company or any partic- 
ular secton ofthe south; andis a vol- 
untary association supported by vol- 
untary contributions on the part of 
States, railroads and individuals, for 
the general development of the entire 
south.”

Hadley Speaks for Roosevelt. 

The convention broke into cheers as 
Hadley, supporting his motion, de- 
clared: 7 

“Any candidate nameg by this con- 
vention unfairly will have a tainted 
candidacy.” 

Hadley closed his speech amid pro- 
longed”chgers and Governor Fort, of 
New Jersey, followed, defending Had- 
ley’s motion. 

Hadley bristled with indignation as 
he spoke. “I assert,” he said, “that 
the question is whether tne national 
committee of the republican party has 
the absolute power to form a tem- 


can only be changed by a’report from 
a committee of this convention, or 
whether this convention itself shall 
say who shall sit in it. 

“If it is in the power of twenty- 
seven men to say who shall sit in this 
convention arbitrarily and without 
appeal, then we have reached the end 
of republican government in this coun- 
try.” 

Governor Fort, upholding Hadley, 
declared that the convention today is 
making a precedent for all time— 
whether the convention controls its 
own personnel. “Shall this convention 
sustain the national committee?’ 
shouted Fort. Loud and continucd 
eries of “no” responded. Perhaps it 
was one of the first indications of the 
convention's temper. 

“Let's determine this question now 
If not, it might be too late,” continued 
Governor Fort, and he stopped amid 
cheers; 

The action of Hadley and Fort in- 
dicated that the plan of Roosevelt 
leaders, announced two days ago, was 
being carried out, apparently without 
regard to the action of the Roosevelt 
delegates last night who voted to put 
in a resolution requiring 640 uncon- 
tested affirmative votes to Carry any 
proposition. 

Hadley Quotes Precedents. 


Governor Hadley said in his address 
that he had ample precedént for the 
action demanded. 

“In 1864," he said, “the convention 
maintained its own right to conduct 
its own business in its own way. That 
convention declared that the national 
committee Was the servant, not the 
master, of the people in the party.” 

Hadley also quoted as a precedent a 
decision of George F. Hoar, of Mas- 
sachusétts, presiding tn the conven- 
tion in 1880, who recognized a mo- 
tion to amend the temporary roll by 
substituting delegates. “This ig the 
Way this question should be decidad 
today,’ shouted Hadley, and the crowd 
cheered. 

“I offer you, Mr. 
tinued Hadley, “the precedent of the 
convention of 1864, which for a sec- 
ond time nominated Abraham Lincoln. 
I call to your attention the statement 
of Senator Hoar at that time that a 
motion to amend the temporary roll 
Was in order for consideration and to 
be passed upon.

for the sake of ar- 
gument, the contention of the other 
side that this is entirely a new ques- 
tion and that there is no precedent, 
every precedent must have a, begin- 
ning. And in order to live, that prece- 
dent must be decided in accord with 
the eternal principle of right and 
wrong. This, my friends, I repeat, is 
a question of principle, rather than of 
precedent. 

“We cannot sit and close our ears 
to what the American people are say- 
ing today,” continued Governor Hai- 
ley. 

Integrity of Roll Challenged. 


‘The integrity of this temporary 
roll has been challenged by § fAftes3n 
men on the national committee whose 
signatureh I have in my pocket, say- 
ing that eighty names on that roll are 
of delegates not honestly elected, in 
place of eighty delegates who havo 
been elected by the republican voters 
of the states and territories, 

“I do not say that these charges 
are true,’ said Hadley, “but true or 
false, let us meet them here. Let us 
see why fifteen members of the com- 
mittee believe these votes fraudulent 
and void. 

“Just so sure as you neglect to meet 
that question and settle it honestly, 
the American people will say that you 
have failed in your duty. 

“We say that this convention should 
not proceed to the regular business of 
this meeting until it has decided this 
question, decided whether these 
charges of corruption are true, and 
purged the roll of this convention of 
those fraudulently elected delegates,” 

Governor Fort had not gone far in 
his argument before the crowd began 
to laugh and interrupt him with cries 
of “sit down.” 

Fort made the mistake of answering 
the galleries, which clearly held a 
high preponderance of Taft sympa- 
thizegs. The Roosevelt people claiin- 
ed they were packed. 

Later in his address Fort seemed to 
strike a popular chord. His argu- 
ments were met by Watson, the Taf: 
floor leader. ° 

Sereno Payne for Taft. 

Immediately, however, Watson yield- 
ed to Representative Sereno Payne, of 
New York, a Taft mat, who declarail 
that the question was: 

“Between orderly procedure on one 
hand and chaos possibly on the other.” 

“How about the Payne tariff bill”’’ 
shouted a voice from the gallery, and 
a cheer, mixed with jeers, held up 
Payne's talk for some time. 

Mr. Payne made a historical argu- 
ment to show that the convention 
could not possibly proceed to take any 
action without a temporary organi- 
zation. 

Then Watson took the floor again, 
contending that -no business is in or- 
der, “because there is no convention 
until it is organized.” His argument 
was parliamentary. : 

He asked the Taft supporters not to 
cheer, but to listen. ‘I am addressing 
committee, declaring: 

“Someone Inust make up the tem- 
porary roll of the convention.” 

The Steam Roller Begins. 

When Watson finished his talk, 
Chairman Rosewater ruled out of or- 
der Hadley’s motion to amend the tem- 
porary roll. The Taft men had won 
first blood. There was confusion. 
Chairman Rosewater’s voice was 
scarcely audible. ' 

Immediately Hadley appealed from 
the chairman’s decision. Watson moved 
to lay it on the table. 

Both these motions were declared 
out of order, and Chairman Rosewater 
presented the name of Elihu Root for 
temporary chairman of the conven-

ask those who wished to leave to go 
out at once. 

“As soon as those desiring to leave 
have gone, the senator will continue,” 
shouted Stone through the megaphone, 
and the spectators began to crowd out. 
Root, scowling, resumed his place at 
the table. As the senator sat there 
“Bill” Flinn, with a cigar stub in the 
corner of his mouth and his straw hat 
jammed down on his head, climbed over 
the stage railing. He stepped up to 
Senator Root, shook hands with him 
and conferred with him for several 
minutes, leaving just as Root resumed 
speaking. 

When Mr. Root resumed the entire 
rear part of the floor and gallery was 
empty and those who remained to hear 
him crowded to the front and the 
empty seats were emphasized by the 
sharpness of the contrast. 

Mr. Root continued his speech to a 
quiet and attentive audience. Here 
and there he elicited a ripple of ap- 
plause, particularly when he touched 
upon the trust prosecutions of the Taft 
administration. 

A photographer set off a flashlight 
to catch the temporary chairman in 
his speaking attitude, and the boom 
of the chemical made everyone jump, 
so quiet was the hall. 

What Hoot Said. 

Mr. Root spoke in part as follows: 

“I believe that I appreciate this ex- 
pression of confidence. The struggle 
ofr leadership in the republican party 
which has so long engrossed the at- 
tention and excited the feelings of its 
members is about to be determined by 
the selection of a candidate. 

“The supreme council] o¢ the party 
in this great national convention is 
about to appeal to the American peo- 
ple for a continuance of the power of 
government, which the party has exer- 
cised with but brief interruption for 
more than half a century. In the per- 
formance of this duty by the conven- 
tion ang in the acceptance of its con- 
clusions by republicans, is to be ap- 
plied the ever-recurring test of a 
party’s fitness to govern, its coherence 
and its formative and _ controlling 
power of organization. 

“Without organized parties, having 
qualities of coherence and loyalty, free 
popular government becomes a con- 
fused and continual conflict between a 
vast multitude of individual opinions, 
individual interests, individual attrac- 
tions and repulsions, from which ef- 
fective government can emerge only 
by answering to the universal law of 
necessary organization and again 
forming parties’ 

“Throughout our party’s history in 
each presidential election we have 
gone to the American people with the 
confident and just assertion that the 
republican party is not a mere fortui- 
tous collection of individuals, but is a 
coherent and Hving force as an oOr- 
ganization. ¥t is effective, responsible, 
worthy of confidence, competent to 


govern. 
Root’s Claims for G. O. P. 

“We claim that we are entitled to a 
popular vote of confidence at the com- 
ing election because we have demon- 
strated that wé@ are a party of af- 
firmative, constructive policies, better- 
ment and progress of our country in 
all the fields upon which the activity 
and influence of government can 
rightly enter. We claim it becausé we 
have maintained and promoted peace 
with the world and the dignity, honor 
and just interests of the United States 
among the nations. We claim it be- 
cause our party stands now, as it has 
ever stood, for order and liberty and 
for the maintermance of the constitu- 
tional system of government through 
which a self-controlled democracy for 
more than a century has established 
against all detractors the competency 
of the American people to govern 
themselves in law-abiding prosperity. 

“we challenge the judgment of the 
American people on the policies of Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt and Taft. 

“President Taft in his speech of ac- 
ceptance on July 28, 1908, paid a just 
tribute to the great service rendered 
by his predecessor in awakening the 
public conscience, inaugurating re- 
forms and saving the country from the 
dangers of a plutocratic government. 
He instanced the railroad rate law, the 
prevention of railroad rebates and dis- 
criminations, the enforcement of the 
anti-trust law, the pure food law, the 
meat inspection law, the general su- 
pervision and control of transportation 
companies, the conservation of natural 
resources, and he proceeded to say:

It 
rests with the American electorate to 
say whether they will permit those 
Pminor dissatisfactions which are in- 
separable from all human performance 
and the desire for change by which 
all men are sometimes affected to ob- 
scure in their judgments the wisdom 
of continuing the execution of these 
policies and the evil of chartering an- 
other and untriea party for a new de- 
parture in governmental experiment, 

The G. O. P. and the Tariff. 


“The republican party stands now, 
as McKinley stood, for a protective 
tariff, while the democratic party 
stands against the principle of prote 
tion and for'‘a tar! for revenue only. 
We stand not for the abuses of the 
tariff, but for the beneficient uses. No 
tariff can be devised s80 moderate, so 
reasonable, that it will not be reject- 
ed by the democratic party, provid-d 
its duties. be adjusted with reference 
to labor cost s0 as to protect 
American products against being 
driven out of the market by foreign 
underselling, made possible througa 
the lower rate in wages in other coun- 
tries

American foreign merchant 
has been driven off the face 
waters because with American 
sailors’ wages and the American 
standard of living it could not com- 
pete with. foreign shipping 

“The democratic party proposes to 
put American mills and factories ani 
mines in the same position. I have 
said that we do not stand for the 
abuses of the tariff. The chief cause 
of abuse has been that we have out- 
grown our old method of tariff-mak- 
ing. Qur productive industries have 
become too vast and complicated, our 
commercial relations too extensive, 
for any committee of congress to get 
at the facts to which the principle of 
protection may be properly applied. 
The republican party proposes to rem- 
edy this defective method through 
having the facts ascertained by an 
impartial commigsion, through thor- 
ough scientific investigation so that 
the president and congress shall have 
the basis for the just application of 
principle of protection. 

Tatt’s Tariff Board. 

“The republican congress included 
In the Payne-Aldrich bill a clause un- 
der which the president had authority 
to appoint such a board. The presi- 
dent appointed the board. Its mein- 
bers are. drawn from both. political 
parties. Their competehcy, integrity 
and fairness is unquestioned. Thav 
have reported upon the woolen sched- 
ule; they have reported on the cotton 
schedule. The president has trans- 
mitted theif findings to congress. The 
democratic house of representatives 
ignores and repudiates them. 

In January, 1911, the last republican 
house of representatives passed a bill 
to create a tariff commission with 
much broader and more effective pow- 
ergs for compelling the attendance of 
witnesses and securing information, 
charged to report its findings to the 
congress. The bill passed tlie senate 
with some amendment, but it was de- 
layed there by an avowed’ democratic 
filibuster until it reached the house so 
late in the session that a vote upon 
it was prevented by another demo- 
cratic filibuster in the house. Now 
the house is democratic and the tariff 
commission bil] is dead. The demo- 
cratic party does not want the facts 
upon which a just protective measure 
can be framed, because they mean that 
there shall be no protection for Ameri- 
can industries. 

“In the last session and in the pres- 
ent session of congress the democratic 
house has framed and passed a series 
of tariff bills for revenue only, with 
complete indifference to fhe absolute 
destruction that their enactment would 
bring upon great American industries. 
Some of them have fallen by the way- 
side in the senate and some of them 
have gone to the president to meet his 
wise and courageous veto. The Ameri. 
can pedple have now to pass, not upon 
the abuses of the tariff, but on the 
fundamental question between the two 
Systems of tariff making. 


The Currency Question. 


“The national currency, which the 
election of McKinley rescued from dis- 
aster at the handg of a free silver 
democracy, still rests upon the civil 
war basis of government bonds, and 
is no longer adapted to our changed 
conditions. It is inelastic: its volume 
does not expand and contract according 
to hegitimate demands of business; it 
subjects us to constant danger of pan- 
ics which begin in speculation and end 
in peralyzing business. It facilitates 
and promotes the arbitrary contro] of 
a small group of banks and bankers 
with enormous capital, and tends to an 
undue concentration of the money of 
the country in a few great money 
centers. ‘ 

“Any possible remedy involve 
study of world-wide tlaante. aoteaen 
we are no longer isolated, and money 
flows from City to city and country 
to country in accordance with the 
laws of demand and supply and the 
}attraction of interest rates. No con- 
gress could, by its ordinary methods 
get beyond the surface of the vast and 
complicated problem, yet the working 
out of a new system adapted to Amer- 
ican conditions is of vital importance 
to the prosperity of the country and 
the curity of every business ana 
of ntl man whose support is di- 
rectly or indirectly dependent 
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publican party established a monetary 
commission which has made a most 
thorough and exhaustive study of the 
financial systems of all civilzed «na- 
tions; of their relationg to our sy6é- 
tem, and the needs of American bDusi- 
ness. The commission has reported 
a bill for the establishment of a new 
System of reserve associations under 
Which the currency will be elastic, 
the business of the country will tind 
ready sale for its commercia] paper; 
the people of the country-at-large will 
exercise control instead of a little 
group of large brokers and the danger 
of panics will disappear. .The presi- 
dent has recommended the conclu- 
sions of the commission to the con- 
gress, where the proposed bili 1s un- 
der consideration. It is for the inter- 
est of every businesg “man in_ the 
United States that the Party controll- 
ing the government shall not be 
changed until this policy has been 
carried into execution. 

“In order that the burdeng of gov- 
ernment support may in time of need 
be more justly proportioned to the 
means Of our citizens, the last repub- 
llecan congress submitted to the legis- 
latureg of the states an income tax 
amendment to the constitution, and at 
the same time, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the president, enacted a law, 
which has been sustained by the su- 
preme court, imposing a tax upon 
corporations, measured by thelr ine 
s0 that this vast fund of in- 
Vested Capital may bear its fair share 
of .ue public burdens. At the rate of 
only 1 per cent upon corporate in- 
come, the receipts from this source 
during the past year amounted to 
over $30,000,000. 

“Upon tue recommendation of the 
president, the powers of the inter- 
state commerce commission have been 
greatly enlarged and thetr control over 
railroad rates and *railroad service 
made more effective. Railroad re- 
bates have been vigorously prosecuted 
and the tmposition of large fines has 
substantially ended the practice. 
Upon prosecutions of railroad dis- 
Ccriminations and fraudulent itmpor- 
tations at the customs house, un- 
der the vigorous treatment of the 
treasury department and the depart- 
ment of justice, the fine; and recover- 
ies of the past three years have 
amounted to over $9,000,000. 


Prosecution of Trusts. 


“The prosecution of trusts and com- 
binations in violation of the Sherman 
act has proc@eded with extraordinary 
vigor and success The Standard Oll 
Company has been dissolved by a suit 
began under Roosevelt and brought to 
a successful conclusion under Taft 
through a judgment in exact accord- 
ance with the prayer of the complain- 
ant. The American Tobacco Company 
has heen dissolved and its property 
scattered among fourteen different 
companies, with stringent injunctions 
against common control, which in the 
unanimous opinion of the four judgeg 
of circuit court of appeals were fully 
adequate to accomplish the rellef de- 
manded., The heef packers, 
wholesale grocers, the lumber 
ers, the wire makers, the window giass 
pool, the electric lamp combination, 
the bath tub trust, the shoe machin- 
ery trust, the foreign steamship pool, 
the American Sugar Company, the steei 
corporation, the harvester company, 
all have been made to feel the heavy 
hand of the law through suits or in- 
dietments against restraints and mo- 
nopolies. 

“Throughout that wide field in 
which the conditions of modern indus- 
trial life require that government 
shall intervene in the name of social 
justice, protection of the wage earner, 
the republicnan national administra- 
tions. in succession, have done their 
full, enlightened and progressive duty 
tg the limit of the national power un- 
der the constitution. The act of 
March 4, 1907, to regulate the hours 
of service. of railroad employees, passed 
under the Roosevelt administration, 
has been sustained in the supreme 
court under the Taft administration 
and has been enforced by more than 
1500 prosecutions during the past 
three years. 

“A valid and effective employers’ 
liability act applying to all interstate 
commerce was passed bY a republican 
congress and under the republican ad- 
ministration its constitutionality has 
heen sustained in the supreme court, 
Upon the president's recommendation 
a joint commission was created by 
congress to study the subject. of 
workmen's compensation for injuries. 
Tt was composed of members of both 
houses, with a representative of the 
raflroads and a representative of labor, 
and after exhaustive examination and 
hearings the commission framed a bill 
which was approved by all the great 
raflroad labor organizations and which 
was passed by a republican senate 
at the present session against the op- 
position of a majority of the demo- 
cratic senators. That bill still slum- 
bers in the democratic judiciary com- 
mittee of the house. The safety ap- 
pliance act has been strengthened by 
increased powers in_ the interstate 
commerce commission and has been 
enforced by nearly a thousand prose- 
cutions during the past three years. 
The joint representative of the great 
erders of railway conductors, railway 
trainmen, locomotive engineers and 
locomotive firemen and enginemen, 
savs in his report on national legis- 
lation for 1911 regarding that depart- 
ment of the present administration es- 
pecially concerned in the enforcement 


of those laws: 
Asks Justice for Taft. 

“*Justice to one who has been 
faithful to his trust demands from 
every representative ol the railroaa 
men of the United States some recos- 
nition of the splendid work of the at- 
torney general in the enforcement of 
all the acts of congress relating to the 
safety of railroad employees and lim- 
iting their hours Of service, it has 
been work faithfully and successfully 
performed. Both in the defense of our 
rights in the courts and In assistance 
rendered us in the preparation of pro- 
posed legislation, his work has been 
of a high order of ability and has been 
tendered in a spirit of fidelity to the 
basic principles of fair play to all 
men.’ 

“The newly created bureau of mines 
and the newly. authorized children’s 
bureau mark the limit to which the 
national government can go toward 
improving the conditions of intra-stat» 
labor without usurping the powers of 
the states. The pure food law _ has 
been enforced with vigor ana effect- 
iveness, ‘ 

“There have ‘been over 500 prosecu- 
tions for violations of that law with- 
in the past year, and more than a 
thousand cases within the past three 
years. More than 500 shipments of 
adulterated and misbranded foods 
have been condemned and forfeited, 
and enormous quantities of injurious 
food materials have been destroyed. 

“The conservation of natura] re- 
sources has been in the hands of its 
friends. The study of the water re- 
sources of the country and the re- 
cording of the flow of streams have 
gone on under the geological survey. 
Classification and appraisal of coal 
lands and their restoration to entry 
has been extended to 16,000,000 acres 
of a total vaiuation of over $712,000,- 
000. The enormous petroleum depos- 
its and phosphate deposits and water 
power sites belonging to the govern- 
ment have been examined and classi- 
fied and the data prepared for needed 
legislation to regulate their disposi- 
tion. Construction under the arid land 
reclamation projects has been pressed 
forward and over 60,000 people are 
now living upon the reclaimed land. 


Great Reforms .re Claimed. 


“Great reforms have been made in 
the economy of the public service. A 
commission appointed by the presi- 
dent has been examining all the de- 
partments of government Operating 
under the antiquated statutes passed 
generations ago with a view to apply- 
ing in them the labor-saving and 
money-saving methods which have 
made the success of the great busi- 
ness establishments of our country. tn 
the treasury department alone, where 
the reforms first received their effect 
and can best be measured, Over 1,800 
places have been abolished, and this 
with increa efficiency of service

“That covenant between power and 
weakness is the chief basis of Amer- 
ican prosperity, American progress and 
American liberty. It is because we 
have always observed it that we are 
not torn by dissension and revolution 
and civil war and alternating anarchy 
and despotism like so many of our sis- 
ter republics whose unhappy fortune 
we deplore. 

“With a deep sense of duty to so 
order our country’s government that 
the blessings which God has vouch- 
safed to us may be continued, we can 
be trusted to keep the pledge given 
to the American people’ by the last 
republican national convention: 

“"The republican party will uphold 
at all times the authority and integrity 
of the courts, state and federal, and 
will ever insist that their powers to 
enforce their processes to protect life.

Job Hedges, of New York, second- 
ing Root’s nomination, quoted a com- 
plimentary tribute that Roosevelt once 
paid to Root. This caused great 
amusement. 

Governor Hadley followed Hedges to 
second McGovern’s nomination and 
there was loud and prolonged cheer- 
ing. Ex-Governor Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, seconded McGovern. 

Job Hedges’ allusion to the lauda- 
tory estimate of Root by Mr. Roose- 
velt hag an instantaneous effect on 
the convention. 

With dry humor Hedges answered 
the remarks from Roosevelt delegates 
and repeatedly threw the convention 
into shouts of laughter.

As Early as 10 O'Clock a 
Great Crowd Was Swarm= 
ing Into the Hall 
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EVERY TICKET HOLOER 
WAS CLOSELY WATCHED 


It Was Evident the Managers 
Wanted to Know the People 
Who Were Being Admitted. 
Rival Delegations Engaged 
in a Battle of Yells, and the 
Uproar Was Great. 


Convention Hall, Chicago, June 18,— 
Keen for excitement they thought 
awaited them on the battleground of 
the contending republican forces, dele- 
gates and spectators to the national 
convention began to file into the Col- 
iseum at 10 o'clock. <A band blared 
out patriotic airs, there was a running 
to and fro of ushers and sergeants-at- 
arms, and the burly forms of Chicago 
policemen loomed at frequent inter- 
vals, but at that hour it seemed the 
“explosives” had not been brought into 
the convention hall from the hotels 
and headquarters. 

Earliest of the arriving delegates 
were those from Texas, Mississippi and 
Louisiana. 

At exactly 10:16 the band broke in 
with “My Country, ‘tis of Thee.”’ 

A few people recognized the tune 
and stood up with heads bared. To 
most of the people, however, a band 
is a band and a tune is a tune, and 
they paid no attention to the matter. 

Striped Tiger Cat. 

A small striped tiger cat, the Col- 

iseum’s mascot, scorned all the police 
rules and ran in and out among the 
legs of both the policemen and the 
chairs with evident good humored 
scorn of the whole business, about 
which the bipeds in the hall were on 
the qui vive, 
By 10:30 a. m. 
sprinkling of people, 
of the New York, Mississippi and 
Texas delegates in the hall.- And still, 
outside in the streets, were hundreds 
of people more or less prominent in 
republican councils, who found it im- 
possible to get into the big hall. 

“The reporting system has been 
killed,” said one of the assistant sur-

no way to overcome it.” 

Every ticket holder passed muster 
three times before he found his place 
in the convention hall. At the last 
he surrendered his day's coupon and nv 
means remained to help a friend, or to 
convince a doorkeeper of the impor- 
tance of the ticketless ones outside, 

Scramble for Admittance. 

Outside the hall there was a scram- 
ble for admittance but no kind of 
eloquence, no argument, no plausible 
story of imperative business on that 
side of the street was of any avail. 
Every policeman had to be “shown” 
a ticket, the right kind of a ticket, 
at the right door. There were Chica- 
go politicians who had not been able 
to et tickets, but who thought they 
had a “pull.” ‘No sort of pull—no sort 
of local pull, at any rate—was of any 
use. 

Soon after 11 o'clock the delegates 
were coming into the hall in larger 
numbers The body of delegates’ seats 
was really filling. Up to this time 
there had been little applause, most 
of it for the band, and no cheer- 
ing.

Chairman Victor Rosewater, of the 
republican national committee, ap- 
peared on the stage at 11:15. 

Up to 12:15 there had been no 
signs of enthusiasm, no cheering, no 
}marching up and down Delegates and 
leaders came in and went straight to 
their seats, or stood talking in the 
aisles. 

Cameras Trained. 

In the east galleries a battery of 
cameras was trained on the stage, 
ready to catch a flash-light at the 
opening of proceedings. 

The first real applause came at 
11:30 for former Vice President Fair- 
banks, who entered with former Sen- 
ato# Heminway, of Indiaya. 

As California entered its banner be- 
came entangled in some of the seetion 
number signs overhead. Then all 
banners were ordered excluded., Gov- 
ernor Johnson headed the delegation. 

West Virginia came in with a snap- 
py, “Rah! Rah!” They had it all to 
themselves. Nobody responded. 

The Californians rolled up their 
banner reluctantly. The New Jersey 
delegation covered their regrets with 
their-now famous cheer. All this time 
the band was playing “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold.” 

Strains of “Dixie,” which followed 
the rather doleful melody of old fa- 
vorites, brought the southerners to 
their feet with a yell. Many northern 
delegates joined them. 

Rival Yells Break Forth, 

By this time from all parts of the 
hall the rival yells burst forth. The 
music from the band up near the roof 
of the hall was drowned in the cries 
from the well drilled delegations. 
Again the band swung into “wWixie” 
and the Taft negro delegates: frvin 
Florida climbed upon their chairs and 
sang. As the song concluded they 
shouted a yell of defiance at the Roose- 
velt delegates from New Jersey seated 
across the aisle. A moment later the 
Jerseyites returned the yell ag the 
band struck up “Marching Through 
Georgia.” A scattered cheer greeted 
the song. 

Charles P. Taft visited the Texas 
delegation and asked them to “sit firm 
in the boat.’ He visited several other 
delegations, and urged them not to 
be affected by Roosevelt cheers. 

Pennsylvania's delegation, standing 
on chairs and waving hats, punctured 
the air with a cheer for State Chair- 
man William F. Flinn, followed by a 
well executed Roosevelt yell. 

“Whats the matter with Flinn?’ 
callegd a voice as Flinn appeared, 

“He's all right,” shouted the Penn- 
sylvania chorus. Then followed the 
Hoosevelt yell. 

West Virginia answered with yells 
for “Teddy” and New Jersey, climbing 
on chairs, joined the cheering. 

At 11:50 practically all of the dele- 
gates were on the floor, but many had 
not found their seats. The aisles were 
choked and there was much confusion, 
The hall was a veritable babel. 

Pounding for Order. 

Chairman Rosewater began pounding 
for order at 12:02 p. m. The band was 
droning away at the time and it was 
with difficulty that the musicians 
could be induced to desist. Finally 
they did so, and then Sergeant-at- 
Arms Stone called for hig assistants to 
clear the aisles. 

‘Officers, Please assist,” said he, 
turning to the bluecoats in front of 
the platform. 

“Sit down; sit down,” cried the peo- 
ple in the gallery, who were anxious 
for proceedings to begin. 

W. W. (“Pudge”) Heffelfinger, of 
Minneapolis, the former Yale football 
guard, let the attack on the aisle 
crowds. He was acting as en assistant 
sSergeant-at-arms, 

The effort to secure order was in- 
terrupaed by the appearance through 
a side oor of a big transparency car- 
ried by La Follette delegates frum 
Wisconsin.

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THREAT TO BOLT 
BY ROOSEVELT 


The Colonel Uses Emphatic 
Words Abou t'Tainted! Delegates, 


Addressing His Supporters He 
Tells Them to Serve Notice 
That They Will Not Be 
Bound by Majority Made 
by “Fraudulent Delegates.” 


—— 


Chicago, June 18.—I regret to say,” 
said Mr. Roosevelt tonight, ‘“‘that Mr. 
Root is the beneficiary and representa- 
tive only of the majority of the defunct 
national committee which seated in 
that convention eighty or ninety dele- 
gates who have no claim whatever in 
law or in.morals to seats therein.” 

Colonel Roosevelt added that the 
sixty-four cases which he had person- 
ally examined, about which any honest 
man could have no doubt, represented 
men “taken from my _ strength and 
added to the strength of Mr. Taft— 
making a shift of 128 votes. The two 
great flagrant cases where entire 
States were stolen—Washington and 
Texas—would alone have reversed the 
vote of the convention. On an honest 
vote, Mr. Taft would have been in a 
minority of seventy-two. His election 
represents the taking advantage ,of 
successful fraud, and nothing else.” 

“Serve Notice,” Ho Cries. 

Mr. Roosevelt then took occasion to 
reiterate to his supporters what has 
been understood as plain intimation of 
intention to disregard the action of 
the convention, if the contested dele- 
Rates were not unseated. 

“Serve notice,” exclaimed Mr. 
velt with emphasis, “that we will not 
treat any action taken by the con- 
vention as binding upon any member 
of the convention or any member of 
the republican party, if the nominal 
majority takihg the action contains as 
an essential part the fraudulent dele- 
gates to whose votes Mr. Root is in- 
debtad for his selection. In particular 
I wish to gay that I speak for the 
great majority of the Roosevelt dele- 
gates when I say they will decline to 
recognize, as of any important force 
whatever, any report of the creden- 
tials committee dependent upon the 
votes of any of the fraudulent dele- 
gates who may be put upon the ¢com- 
mittee or of any men representing 
them who are on the committee.

NO PICTURE OF PRESIDENT | 
IN THE CONVENTION HALL; 
BUT PLENTY OF POLICEMEN

Chicago, June 18.—For the first time 
in the history of republican national 
conventions no picture of the presi- 
dent hangs in the Coliseum, where to- 
day 1,078 delegates from the states 
and territories of the nation meet to 
name a candidate for president and 
vice president and to formulate a 
party platform. 

Rough iron work, arching overhead, 
is hidden beneath red, white and blue 
bunting and the galleries are marked 
by lines of mountain laurel draped 
about tri-colored shields and more 
flags. Over the main entrance a vel- 
vet rug of royal purple marks the box 
of Chairman Frederick Upham, of the 
local committee on arrangements, and 
his Chicago aides. 

The ahairmans (able, bearing a 
brass plate inscribed to inform al] that 
the desk was occupted by the chair- 
man four years ago, when William 
Howard Taft was nominated, stands 
about a third of the way from the 
south end of the rectangular hall on 
a dais, Back of it are the seats of 
the national committee ana the space 
for the “workers” and those whvo 
helped to finance the gathering. 

At its side are grouped 50 seats for 
newspaper men, where every word 
may be hegrd distinctly and ticked 
away to $0,000,000 Americans and 
many times more persons of other 
lands who will be awaiting the mes- 
sage of the men at the keys. 

In a basement, in addition, the news- 
paper men have great spacious rooms, 
where a hundred telegraph operators 
or reporters may work for each press 
association or paper, and adjoining 200 
operators of the telegraph companies, 
attended by 500 messenger boys, will 
be ready to add to the news reports 
or convey other information abroad. 

Arms of United States. 

High upon the wall, back of the 
speaker's stand, which fronts the 
chairman's table, hangs a broad blue 
shield on which are embroidered in 
gold the arms of the United States. 
Copies of tne first thirteen-starred 
lag of the nation flank it, and 
above, below and around are hundreds 
of large silken emblems of America. 


In front of the chairman’s table and/| 
plain | 


south are 1,078 
wooden Kitchen chairs, 
and fasteneq together in groups of 
five. There will be no chairs waved 
about. In the various sections will be

metal stands indicating the state 
represented, and these will be pinned 
to the floor. 

Farther back and f:cing the same 
direction are yet another 1,078 seats, 
likewise hard ang uncushioned, where. 
the second choice, or alternate dele- 
gates, will) await their opportunity in 
the ab: nce o¢ the regular delegate 
to represent their districts. 

Policemen at every corner, at every 
aisle, were the distinguishing feature 
at the scene at the Coliseum in the 
early hours before the doors were 
opened to ticket holders. 

The nervous tension due to general 
expectation of tumultuous scenes 
“from the @rop of the hat” at the 
opening of the republican nationa) 
convention was very apparent on all 
sides. The police were as nervous 
as anybody else. It was difficult even 
for people wifh proper tickets, in- 
cluding newspaper men, to get into 
the hall. Asgistant sergernts-at-arms, 
doorkeepers, ushers and other suborédi- 
nate officials were so keenly alive to 
the possibilities that their hands 
trembled as they took tickets. 


Solid Rows of Police. 

Along the front row, between the 
body of delegate seats and the plat- 
form, a solid row of uniformed po- 
lice, as early as 9:30 a. m. sat waiting 
for—nobody knew what. 

Last touches by the :carpenters 
mingled with an obligato o hammers 
and a buzz of conversation, forerun- 
ners of the heavier hammering prom- 
ised when theconvention began. 

Five minutes later a thin procession 
of men in plain clothes came in at one 
of the entrances. Assistant sergeants- 
at-arms tr-y were, but the police 
pounced upon them as if they were a 
hostile army. 

Colonel William F. Stone, sergeant- 
at-arms of the convention, who was 
on tip-toe all morning with solicitude 
for the maintenance of peace and 
smooth fulfilment o¢ orders, had his 
assistants quickly ordered out of the 
aisles and seats. 

The soft click of the “secret sound- 
ers” of the newspaper telegraph 
operators began to be audible near 
the platform about 10 o’clock. The 
press station with its upwarg of +00 
seats was filling up, the convention 
hall “story” of the momentous re- 
publican, convention of 1912 was 
steaming out to the newspapers of 
the civilized world,

The floods which have swept down 
the thousand and more miles of Mis- 
sissippi valley this year have been 
unusual because of the more than or- 
dinary loss of life and property. Each 
year, with patient regularity, about 
60 many thousang settlers along the 
great watercourse leave their homes 
and betake themselves and families 
and live stock to points of land above 
normal high water. When the flood 
has passed they return to water-soak- 
ed homes, in good condition to contract 
the various types of sickness which 
always follow in the wake of an over- 
flow. Even such a deluge as the long- 
to-be-remembered one of 1912 fails to 
dislodge any considerable number. Man 
has much of the habit of the wild ani- 
malin this respect, as shown in ham- 
lets and towns rebutlit a the ava- 
lanche, flood, ¢ ruption, idal wave and 
other convulsions of <A have blot- 
ted out existence. And in all these 
instances there is little or nothing the 
immediate sufferer can do to prevent a 
recurrence. 

Of the disasters mentioned, the floog 
alone is capable of prevention, and the 
remedy lies not where the flood ig 
found, but back at its Manv sources, 
The undertaking in the case of the 
Mississippi is so vast that prevention 
is not likely to be attained for many 
years, though eventually it doubtless 
will, through an economic condition. If 
a sufficient number of controllable 
tributaries should be dammeg to hold 
back one«half or even one-third of the 
water released each spring. it would 
not be difficult to handle the volume 
flowing via the Mississippi with com- 
parative safety. The cost of this con- 
trol would run inte vast suma, and 
therefore can be accomplished but 
slowly. If, however, the entrained 
waters were released through turbines 
ang thus made to produce power, and 
the same water used over and over 
again, a sufficiently large revenue

sheltered and protected water. this 
does not amount to as much as one 
might suppose.

INTERNATIONAL EGG- 
LAYING COMPETITION 

HAVE been giving from week to 
| week the latest reports from this, 

the first egg-laying competition 

that was ever held in the United 
States. 

The latest report that has reached 
me is that of the thirty-second week, 
ending June 11, or from June 5 to June 
11, inclusive. 

The entire report is too lengthy to 
be published here, nor is it at all 
necessary that I should do so. 

There are twenty-three varieties of 
fowls entered by 100 breeders. In this 
last report the White Leghorns are 
still in the lead, with a record of 672 
eggs; the White Wyandottes, 634 eggs. 
These two varieties are the only 
breeds that have layed more than 600 
eggs. Each of the 100 pens contain 5 
hens. Therefore, the above is the rec- 
ords of five hens for thirty-two weeks. 

Under Competent Care. 

These fowls are in charge of the 
Storrs. Conn. poultry experiment sta- 
tion,, where there is a poultry school 
also being carried on. They have been 
given the full benefit of the scientific 
and the practical methods of poultry 
culture. 

The Storrs poultry department of 
this agricultural institute is not as 
large as some of the poultry schools 
that are being conducted in the United 
States under the control of the general 
government, but none of these schools 
have exceeded it tn the splendid suc- 
cess that it has made in its work for 
the upbuilding of the poultry industry 
of the entire country. 

Now as to the benefits that are to 
be derived from egg competitions like 
this international competition that is 
being conducted by The Philadelphia 
North American. It will demonstrate 
the capability of the different breeds, 
under up-to-date methods, to produce 
eggs.’ It will also demonstrate the ad- 
vantages to be derived from a combi- 
mation of the scientific and the prac- 
tical methods of poultry culture com- 
bined. It will not—as the uninformed 
are apt to think—prove that the breeds 
that in this competition lay the most 
eggs are best for those who are just 
Btarting out to breed poultry should 
use.

Uncle Dudley: I had a Brown Leg- 
horn cock to get sick about two 
weeks ago. When first I noticed him 
he was standing around with hig eyes 
closed as though he was Dlind. 
eyes were not swelled nor his head 
sore. His eyeg seemed to be glued to- 
gether like” chronic sore eyes. 
greased his head with carbolic acid 
and linseed oil, and again with vase- 
line and gave him dandelion. He 
lingered about a week; would not eat 
anything and died. I have two Brown 
Leghorn hens now affected the same 
way. Please give m- a remedy. 

Answer—From your description of 
the symptoms of thig trouble, I rather 
think that your Leghorn was crop- 
bound. It may have been caused Dy 
a violent cold, but it seems to me that 
the remedies that you applied would 
have relieved @ cold. Fowls are far 
more apt to suffer from indigestion 
in summer than in winter. I cut the 
feed of my fowls in half during the 
hot weather. Look the flock oy¥er; 
examine their crops in the morning 
before they are fed. If empty, they 
are all right. If they are not, fill 
the crop with warm water, hold their 
heads down, and let it all flow out. 
This will cleanse the crops and, in 
many cases, prevent them from suf- 
fering from indigestion,

Alleged They Are Killing In- 


offer ‘ve Negroes Near 
Santiago. 


Santiago, June 18.—-Ross E. Hola- 
day, United States consul here, re- 
celved a letter today from General 
Estenoz, the rebel leader, protesting 
in the name of humanity against the 
conduct of the government troops. He 
says that at Ramon de las Yaguas, a 
suburb of El Caney, four mftes to the 
northeast of Santiago, the government 
troops burned 120 houses belonging to 
negroes who were totally unconcerned 
in the revolution. 

At the same place they killed a 
father and his two children, both un- 
der 10, and maltreated a number of 
young girls. 

General Estenoz requests the United 
States to send a representative to the 
scene of military operations, when he 
will give abundant proof of the truth 
of his charges agains; the government 
troops. 

Estenoz says that under no ercum- 
Stanees will he come to any under- 
\standing with the present Cuban gov- 
ernment, as he has no faith in it. 

He continues that General Montea- 
gudo, the commander-in-chief of the 
Sovernment troops, intends to order a 
few of his men to burn American 
property for 
the animosity of Americans 
the revolutionists. 

yeneral Hetenoz declares the rebels 
will never lay down their arms until 
they have accomplished the object for 
Which they took them up, and which 
is the recognition of the independent 
party of color. 

He says the United States govern- 
ment was the first to recognize that 
party during the last intervention, and 
therefore he feels sure the United 
States will not permit the Cuban gov- 
ernment to persecute his race. He de- 
clares that if the atrocities of the 
troops continue. he will be compelled, 
government troops continue he will be 
compelled, much against his will, to 
Start a real race war, although he 
originally had no such intention. 

The conviction is becoming general 
here that only intervention can secure 
the peace of the country, especially in 
the province of Oriente. where the ne- 
groes enormously outnumber the 
whites.

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THOUSANDS LOST 
BY HOG CHOLERA 


Sixty Per Cent of .Hogs in*“the 
“tate Have Died as 
Result. 


Hog cholera is epidemic in Georgia, 
particularly in south Georgia, states 
Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veteri- 
narian, and since January 4 something 
like 60 per cent of the hogs in the 
state have gied as a result of it. 

Dr. Bahngen states the loss to Geor- 
gia as a result of this epidemic will 
be tremendoug. It is more serious this 
year than has been known in a long 
time. Some idea of the extent of the 
loss may be had from a statement 
made at the capito] Tuesday by E. J. 
Young, of Ocilla, who said that one 
farmer in Irwin county had lost no 
less than $10,000 worth of hogs from 
cholera this year. 

Many are using the hog cholera 
serum manufactured at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Athens, while 
other farmers do not appear to take 
kindly to it. In many cases it has 
done good, but the disease has got 
such a firm grip that Dr. Bahnsen 


thinks the extent of the loss will be 
even larger than is now indicated.

Worker for the Illinois Central 
Fired for Operating With- 
out License. 


The halt called by R. L. Corley, 
business manager of the Internationa! 
Association of Machinists, on labor 
agents who are said to have been op- 
erating in Atlanta to get workmen to 
take places of strikers in the shops 
of the I}inois Central at Chattanooga, 
Memphis, Paducahand Vicksburg, has 
led to the arrest of T. C. Blanchard, a 
railroad agent, on a charge of doing 
business without a license. 

Blanchard was tried before Judge 
N. R. Broyles in the police court Tues- 
day afternoon, and on the testimony 
of William McCandless, G. W. Adams 
and several other witnesses, he was 
adjudged guilty and fined $100 and 
costs.

The arrest of Blanchard was ordered 
by Chief of Detectives Lanford Sun- 
day morning, just as he was making 
final preparations at the Terminal 
station to ship a crowd of recruits to 
Chattanooga. The complaint against 
Blanchard was made by Corley to the 
police. Corley stated that men are 
being shipped to different points on 
the line of the Illinois Central under 
misrepresentation, it being charged 
that they told several men that there 
was no strike on the line.
